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Immigration to East End source of unique Essex energy’

IMMIGRATION has changed Essex and east 
London for the better according to the Bishop 
of Chelmsford. 

Commenting on statements American presi¬ 
dential candidate Donald Trump has made 
about Muslims and Mexicans, Bishop Stephen 
Cottrell said fears about immigration could be 
better understood by the biblical parable of the 
Good Samaritan. 

In Jesus’s story, a Jew is robbed and left for 
dead. A priest goes by, and then a lawyer. 
Neither helps. 

The Samaritan provides aid, even though he is 
part of a rival religious group at war with the 
Jews. 

Bishop Cottrell said: “We don’t realise how 
very provocative that story is - encouraging us 
to see that everyone is our neighbour and that 
we need them. 

“An analogy of that today would be perhaps 
Donald Trump. He falls among thieves. He’s 
left for dead. 

“Somebody from the Republican Party 
walks by and doesn’t help him. Another 
‘good’ person walks by and doesn’t help him. 
And then a Mexican, an illegal immigrant, 


comes along and gives him mouth-to-mouth 
resuscitation. It’s the last person you’d 
expected it to be.” 

The bishop described Essex and east London 
as a unique place to live, in part because of a 
long history of immigration. 

He said: “I think it’s important not to overplay 
it. You know, people are people. But I think 
there is in Essex a creativity and an entrepre¬ 
neurial spirit that you don’t see in quite the 
same way in other places. 

“I suspect that although some people may not 
like to hear it, one of the reasons for this spirit 
is immigration, because over the centuries 
there has been this close relationship between 
Essex and the East End of London. 

“That makes us a bit lippy. And makes us 
sometimes, you know, a bit too pleased with 
ourselves. There’s a downside to it. 

“But the upside I think is something very 
wonderful - a creativity and energy, which I 
definitely see in Essex.” 

The bishop was speaking to the Yellow 
Advertiser as part of the newspaper’s annual 
Easter interview. 

He also described why Christians 
“embraced” pagan festivals within Christmas 
and Easter celebrations, and how Essex people 
played a vital role in the Christian movement 
over the last 1,000 years.

Abuse diary goes missing

POLICE investigating an 
alleged Shoebury paedophile 
ring ‘cover-up’ are searching 
for a diary which could hold 
vital clues. 

Government papers show 
police seized the book - which 
contained names and addresses 
of individuals in London - 
from the home of a convicted 
paedophile in the late 1980s - 
but it later reportedly went 
‘missing’. 

The book was taken from a 
man jailed a year later for his 
role in what Essex Council 
described as a ‘sex ring’ target¬ 
ing ‘adolescent boys’. 

He and one other man were 


convicted in 1990 of child 
sex offences, but four 
whistleblowers have now 
come forward to report 
that several young victims 
disclosed abuse by many 
more men. 

Two sources - both former 
charity workers who helped 
prepare the victims for court 
- have told the YA that boys 
reported abuse by gangs of 
men in Essex and London. 

Essex Police announced in 
early March that it was con¬ 
ducting a formal review of the 
original investigation after the 
whistleblowers - whose 
accounts were described by 
Police Commissioner Nick 
Alston as ‘credible’ - said mul¬ 
tiple victims were never inter¬ 
viewed, other alleged perpetra¬ 
tors were not prosecuted and 
most victims never received

appropriate after-care. 

Essex Council records from 
1989 describe a meeting where 
police officers discussed the 


alleged paedophile ring with 
Social Services, charity work¬ 
ers and staff from a local 
school. 


The papers state that one of 
the officers - from Leigh 
CID - told the meeting 
that police were ‘follow¬ 
ing up’ names and address¬ 
es of individuals in London, 
found in the diary. 

But the Yellow Advertiser 
has seen typewritten notes, 
dated six months later, of a 
meeting between charity 
workers, where it was reported 
that the book had since gone 
‘missing’. 

Multiple whistleblowers have 
told the YA they recall being 
told at the time, by people 
involved in the case, that the 
diary had been lost. 

Essex Police confirmed last 
week that it was investigating 
what happened to the evidence. 

A spokesman said: “Police 
are aware of the existence of a 
notebook from an investigation 


into abuse by two convicted 
offenders in the 1980s, which 
may contain information rele¬ 
vant to our current review. 

“We are now examining our 
records to establish what hap¬ 
pened to the notebook.” 

Officers are urging anybody 
with information about the 
alleged paedophile ring to con¬ 
tact them by dialling 101.

Jail terms for acid attack couple 


A MAN and woman have 
been jailed over an acid 
attack in Thundersley. 

Ashley Russell, 29, of 
Sunnedon, and Christina 
Storey, 31, of Studland 
Avenue in Wickford, were 
jailed for a combined 25 
years for what police 
described as an ‘unpro¬ 
voked attack’. 

The pair followed victim 
Darren Pidgeon as he 
drove his car through 
Thundersley and then, as 
both cars stopped at a dead 
end, Russell approached 
Pidgeon’s car, splashed 
acid in his face and 
punched him. 

Russell then got back in

his car and was driven 
away from the scene by 
Storey.

throwing a corrosive acid 
with intent to cause griev¬ 
ous bodily harm. 

Russell was jailed for 17 


years while Storey was 
jailed for eight. 

DI Chris Rose said: “I am 
pleased the jury have found 
Russell and Storey guilty 
of this appalling and 
unprovoked attack. 

“This has been a long and 
difficult investigation for 
Darren and his family, and 
I hope that this verdict can 
provide them with an ele¬ 
ment of closure, and the 
knowledge that justice has 
been done. 

“It should also send a 
message to anyone consid¬ 
ering carrying out this type 
of crime that they will be 
found out and put before 
the courts.”

Rape victim’s 
name leaked 

POLICE have arrested a second person for 
breaching the anonymity of a rape victim as part 
of their enquiries around a man who absconded 
from court after being convicted. 

The 18-year-old man from Southend was arrest¬ 
ed on Thursday morning and questioned before 
being released on police bail until May 17. 

The case relates to the search for Adrian 
Horwat, who fled from Southend Crown Court on 
Monday March 14, prior to his sentencing for a 
rape conviction is continuing. 

A 21-year-old woman from Southend, who was 
also arrested on suspicion of breaching the 
anonymity of a rape victim under section five of 
the Sexual Offences (Amendment) Act 1992, is 
on police bail until May 19. 

Anyone with information about Horwat’s cur¬ 
rent whereabouts they are asked to contact police 
on 101 or Crimestoppers anonymously on 0800 
555 111.

like to have a go. 
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You travel all over the UK. Is there anything 
special about the character of Essex? 

People are people wherever you go to 
in the world. There’s a common 
humanity, and it’s important not to 
think that some people are more spe¬ 
cial than others. 

But I am from Essex, and I have a 
great love for Essex, and there is a cre¬ 
ativity and an entrepreneurial spirit 
that you don’t see in quite the same 
way in other places. 

What has created that ‘spirit’? 

I suspect that, although some people 
may not like to hear it, one of the rea¬ 
sons is immigration. Because over the 
centuries there has been this close rela¬ 
tionship between Essex and the East 
End of London. 

Wave after wave of immigration has 
come to the East End, and often people 
filter out into other parts. So in Essex 
there’s been a history of immigration. 
And a history of movement. That makes 
us a bit lippy. And makes us sometimes 
a bit too pleased with ourselves. 

But the upside is something wonder¬ 
ful - a creativity and energy, which I 
see more in Essex than in other places. 

Do you mean a bit Del Boyish? 

Well, he was south London. And I 
wouldn’t want to stereotype it too 
much. But I’m aware of an entrepre¬ 
neurial spirit in Essex and a creativity. 

A lot of writers and musicians come 
to Essex, and there always seem to be 
more X Factor finalists from Essex 


Is that spirit in you too? 

I’m an Essex boy. And I think it prob¬ 
ably is. It’s a slightly anti-establish¬ 
ment thing as well. And that’s all right 
as long as you keep all those things in 
perspective. They can be very power¬ 
ful forces for good. But one has to be 
cautious. A proper respect for good 
authority is also important. 

...pay Caesar’s things to Caesar? 

Render to Caesar what is Caesar’s, ren¬ 
der to God what’s God’s. So there’s a 
proper respect one has for order and 
government. But there’s also an, “I’m 
not going to take this lying down if I 
think this is wrong”, approach. 

What I like about Essex is there’s a 
proper respect for authority and good 
order, but if people think something is 
wrong they will say so. 


Well, what is the story of Easter? On the 
one hand it’s the story of the most cruel 
and pointless death. Many people say, 
“If there was ever an innocent man put 
to death, it was Jesus Christ.” But the 
other side of the story is the resurrec¬ 
tion: That God raised this Jesus to life. 

What does that story mean? 

We see in that story the nature of love: 
Jesus the innocent man. The one per¬ 
son who is completely innocent goes 
to his death. That appears to be the end 
of the story. But God raised him to life 
to show love. You can think love is 
dead, but love will keep rising up. 

That’s hard to believe sometimes 

When I’m with bereaved people I find 
myself talking with them about grief. 

I may say: “Would you like to be 
healed of your grief?” 

I’ve never met anybody who said. 


yes. They’d like to be healed of their 
bereavement in the sense of the person 
coming back to life. But they know 
that isn’t on offer. 

So I say: “Would you like the grief 
taken away?” And they often reply: 
“Well, no. Because my bereavement is 
the sign of my love. If I stop grieving for 
the one I love, I would have stopped lov¬ 
ing them. I don’t want it to stop because 
I don’t want to stop loving.” 

That is a profound mystery. That actu¬ 
ally, a person would rather carry on hurt¬ 
ing than stop loving. I think most of us 
know that. That love sometimes hurts. 
But the hurt, paradoxically is the side of 
the love. What the cross shows us, 
through the sacrifice of Jesus, is God’s 
love for us. He chose to hurt for us.

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Christianity in Essex 


How did Christianity arrive in 
Essex? 

The most significant date is 
654AD. That’s not the date 
Christianity arrived; that’s the 
date somebody called St Cedd 
arrived. Cedd was a monk on 
Lindisfarne, at Holy Island on 
the Northumbrian coast. We 
don’t know exactly when the 
first Christians came. Probably 
the first Christian was a Roman 
slave. A Jewish religion, then a 
slave religion. So either a 
Roman centurion or one of 
their slaves was the first 
Christian in these isles. 

Who was Cedd? 

Cedd was a monk. And monks 
in those days were 
missionaries; so that’s what he 
trained as. In the middle of the 
eighth century, Cedd travels 
down the East Coast. He 
landed on the Dengie 
Peninsula, at what we now 
know as Brad well. The reason 
he probably landed there is 
because there was an ancient 
Roman settlement there. A 
fort. The British Isles in those 
days were at the furthest 
reaches of what was the 
Roman Empire. It got to us 
last. So we got pretty good 
records of what was said to 
date and you can read about it 
in that book by Bede. We know 
Cedd went to Southminster. 
Which is also on the Dengie 
Peninsula.

Was Southminster particularly 
significant? 

The word ‘minster’ is the 
giveaway word. If you find the 
word in an English place, it 
usually means it has some sort 
of monastic heritage linked to 
it. Then he went to Up- 
’minster’. Again the word tells 
you. So he set up these kind of 
mission centres. And from 
those, the monks of his 
community would go and take 
the Christian faith to the 
surrounding villages. 


Where are they? 

Barking Abbey was very 
significant. And the Abbess 
Ethelburga was very famous. 
What’s interesting about 
Barking Abbey is that the most 
significant person in its history 
was a woman, which of course 
was pretty revolutionary in 
those days - that a woman 
that was the head of a 
monastic order that had men 
in it. Then there’s Waltham 
Abbey. Another very 
significant place. 


So the seventh century was an 
important date? 

That’s the most significant time 
in the history of Christianity in 
Essex. Not the first person to 
bring the Christian faith. But 
the first person to do it in a 
significant, organised, 
successful way. There were 
other significant points in the 
history for Essex. They were 
not dates, but places. 


What impact did Christianity 
have on the Essex landscape? 

Well, it’s how we have inherited 
a parish system. As 
Christianity took root, every 
town and village would have its 
church. And so today across 
Essex we have hundreds and 
hundreds of medieval 
churches. Very few of them are 
anywhere near as old as the 
chapel of Bradwell.

INNOCENT 

■ Ex MP finally cleared of abuse allegations 

■ Case of ‘VIP ring’ too weak to be referred

FORMER Billericay MP 
Harvey Proctor has been cleared 
of all allegations in an investiga¬ 
tion into historic child abuse and 
a murder. The same inquiry 
found that former Prime 
Minister Ted Heath was also 
innocent of any similar claims. 

The Metropolitan Police 
Service announced this week 
that it was shutting down 
Operation Midland, which 
probed allegations of a VIP 
paedophile ring at the heart of 
Government in the late 1970s 
and early 1980s. 

A statement issued by the 
force said investigations often 
result in no action against indi¬ 
viduals, and that “everyone is 
innocent unless proven guilty 
in a court.” 

Mr Proctor was one of sever¬ 
al high profile figures named 
in allegations made by a single 
accuser. The indecent ‘inci¬ 
dents’ reportedly took place 
between 1975 and 1984. 

In a press conference last 
August, Mr Proctor described 
the police probe as “inept”, 
adding: “If it was not so serious, 
it would be laughable. It is so 
far-fetched. It is unbelievable

because it is not true.” 

Seven months later, after an 
investigation which spanned 
almost 18 months and cost 
more than £1.7million, police 
decided the case was too weak 
even to be referred to the CPS 
for a charging decision. 

In a statement issued through 
his solicitors, Mr Proctor called 
for senior officers involved in 
the investigation to resign, 
including Detective 

Superintendent Kenny Mc¬ 
Donald, who publicly stated in 
December 2014 that he 


S believed the accuser’s allega- 
| tions to be “credible and true”. 
h Mr Proctor also called for his 
accuser to be prosecuted for 
“seeking to pervert the course 
of justice”. 

He added: “I believe 
Operation Midland should now 
be the subject of a truly inde¬ 
pendent public inquiry.” 

A Met Police spokesman 
said: “In September 2015 the 
force acknowledged that the 
use of the phrase ‘credible and 
true’ at a media appeal could 
have given the wrong impres¬ 
sion that the outcome of the 
investigation was being pre¬ 
empted. However, an open- 
mind was retained throughout. 

“In the course of the investi¬ 
gation, officers have not found 
evidence to prove that they 
were knowingly misled by a 
complainant. 

“The force will not apologise 
for carrying out its duty to 
investigate serious allegations 
of non-recent abuse. We recog¬ 
nise, however, how unpleasant 
it is for an individual to be 
investigated and to have their 
innocence publicly questioned. 

Mr Proctor said he planned to 
publish a memoir, which will 
include coverage of the 
Operation Midland.

A WOMAN from Rayleigh has been reunited 
with the ambulance crews who saved her life 
after a sudden cardiac arrest a year ago. 

When Nicola Worts, 48, of Rayleigh, experi¬ 
enced chest pains, she and husband Lee called 
111 for help. The call was swiftly passed to the 
East of England Ambulance Service. 

When an ambulance crew arrived, Nicola 
appeared to no longer be in pain, but as she 
stood up she collapsed, and went into cardiac 
arrest. At that moment, backup arrived in the 
form of paramedics Tracey Bennett and Kevin 
McEvoy. 

This was newly-qualified Tracey’s first car¬ 
diac arrest patient, but after 16 minutes of CPR 
and four shocks with a defibrillator, Tracey and 
Kevin restarted Nicola’s heart. 

Tracey said: “I never thought we weren’t going 
to bring her back, even though those 16 minutes 
felt like forever.” Kevin added: “I’ve never expe¬ 
rienced a cardiac arrest like this one.” 

Nicola was taken to Southend Hospital where 
she spent several weeks recovering. She discov¬ 
ered later that she had experienced a sponta¬ 
neous coronary artery dissection (SCAD) - a 
rare type of heart attack. 

Lee said: “It’s been tough at times, and I often 
wrapped her in cotton wool in the beginning, but 
slowly the old Nicola came back to us.” 

Nicola added: “My thanks to everyone who 
helped save my life - if it wasn’t for them I 
wouldn’t be here today. My cardiologist, Dr Tom 
Keeble at Southend Hospital has been fantastic 
as well.” 

Nicola now helps with research on SCAD at 
Glenfield Hospital in Leicester.

Child abuse 
does not 
discriminate 

HIGH profile child sexual 
exploitation cases (CSE) like 
those in Rotherham and 
Rochdale have led many peo¬ 
ple to assume that all CSE 
victims are white British 
girls. But it’s not the case. 

Worryingly, this stereotype 
highlighted in Barnardo’s new 
report, It’s Not on the Radar, 


means that some front-line 
workers may be missing chil¬ 
dren affected by CSE. 

Evidence shows that this 
vile form of abuse affects 
children regardless of gender, 
sexuality, ethnicity, faith, dis¬ 
ability, background or 
upbringing. 

Research has found that 
children and young people 
with a disability are three 
times more likely to be 
abused than children without 
a disability, while one in five 
children we help in our own 
services is male. 

In addition, young people 
questioning their sexuality 
and searching for advice may 
be more vulnerable to being 
groomed online. 

Professionals need training 
to help them identify children 
who have experienced or are 
at risk of CSE. This should 
include recognising that a 
young person with a learning 
disability may have a devel¬ 
opmental age that is different 
to their real age; changing the 
attitude that boys who have 
sex with older women should 
be grateful, rather than this 
being child abuse; not focus¬ 
ing on just one ethnic com¬ 
munity above others, and 
realising that girls can be sex¬ 
ually exploited by older 
females under the guise of 
friendship. 


Barnardo’s also wants 
organisations to work better 
together and to share informa¬ 
tion on the diversity of vic¬ 
tims. 

It’s also critical that school 
lessons focus on sex and 
healthy relationships to help 
children feel more confident 
in identifying risks. This 
should include information on 
all types of relationships. 

It’s vital that young people, 
families and experts under¬ 
stand that this horrific form 
of child abuse can affect any 
child or young 

person. Assumptions must not 
be made - each victim has 
their own vulnerabilities. 

Recognising the diversity of 
victims will help ensure CSE 
victims are identified and get 
the support they so desperate¬ 
ly need.

Essex pupils top class 
for school attendance 


SCHOOL attendance in Essex is at its 
highest for more than a decade, accord¬ 
ing to statistics published on Thursday. 

The Department for Education’s latest 
data shows the percentage of sessions 
missed in state-funded schools in Essex 
fell to 4.4 per cent in the 2014/15 acad¬ 
emic year - down slightly from 4.5 per 
cent in 2013/14 and at its lowest for 
more than ten years. 

The figure, which includes primary, 
secondary and special schools, is better 


than both the East of England and 
national averages. 

The continued improvements come 
following close work between Essex 
County Council’s Missing Education 
and Child Employment Service (previ¬ 
ously known as the Education Welfare 
Service) and the county’s schools. 

Cllr Ray Gooding, Essex County 
Council’s cabinet member for educa¬ 
tion and lifelong learning, said: “There 
are clear links between attendance and 


attainment, and we are committed to 
ensuring all pupils achieve their full 
potential. 

“We work very closely with Essex’s 
schools and I am pleased they have 
achieved the highest rates of school 
attendance for more than a decade. 

“Where a pupil is failing to attend 
school on a regular basis, schools work 
with families to try to resolve any 
issues that may be preventing atten¬ 
dance.” 


Lights switch in Essex 

ESSEX County Council will convert some 19,000 
of all-night streetlights to LED, saving approxi¬ 
mately £600k a year as a result of savings in ener¬ 
gy and maintenance costs, as well as carbon taxes. 

The authority is investing £9.2m into the pro¬ 
ject, £4.3m of which will be forward funded by an 
interest free Government loan. Beginning this 
year and scheduled to be completed in 2018, the 
LED conversion project will deliver payback over 
ten years and a return on investment of 115% by 
year 20. Electricity consumption on the affected 
lighting stock is estimated to reduce by 63% as a 
result of the LED conversion project. In 2015, the 
council carried out a countywide pilot of 1,700 all 
night streetlights, aimed at evaluating the energy 
savings, road safety and traffic management ben¬ 
efits of LED technology. 

Cllr Rodney L Bass, Essex County Council’s 
portfolio holder for infrastructure said: “The sig¬ 
nificant cost savings aside, there are a number of 
clear advantages attached to upgrading our all 
night streetlights to LED. “

ESSEX Police Musical Society will 
be staging a production of 
Calamity Jane to celebrate their 
50th anniversary, but it is not the 
first time they have done it. 

In fact, it was their first produc¬ 
tion in the newly constructed 
Assembly Hall at Essex Police 
Headquarters, Chelmsford, back 
in 1966. 

They will once again be per¬ 
forming the musical in the hall 
from Tuesday to Saturday, April 
12 to 16, as a special anniversary 
show. 

In the 1876 Wild West outpost 
of Deadwood City, gun-toting 


tomboy, Calamity Jane, dresses 
like a man and drives the city 
stagecoach. 

Wild Bill Hickok and well-mean¬ 
ing but disaster-prone Jane try to 
help the local saloon proprietor out 
of a jam by promising to fetch a 
music hall star from Chicago. 

However, a case of mistaken 
identity in Chicago lands Jane in 
hot water with the townsfolk back 
home. Will this tough cookie be 
able to turn things around and 
win them over, and will she win 
the heart of her secret love? 

This comedy Western includes 
many tender moments and some 
famous musical numbers includ¬ 
ing Deadwood Stage, Black Hills 


of Dakota and, of course, Windy 
City. 

While it has been 50 years since 
The Police Headquarters Musical 
Society first staged Calamity 
Jane in 1966, the history of the 
group goes beyond that. 

In the late 1940s a few police 
officers and their wives started a 
group called The New Court 
Players, and went on to perform 
small plays in a wooden hut near 
police headquarters, in 
Springfield, Chelmsford. 

When some of the original mem¬ 
bers moved from the headquar¬ 
ters, and others retired, the num¬ 
ber of members fell. The small 
number that remained made a 


decision to perform a musical - 
Calamity Jane - and The New 
Court Players became The Police 
Headquarters Musical Society. 

In the 1980s the society was 
renamed The Essex Police 
Musical Society, and since then 
they have produced two shows 
each year at the Assembly Hall. 

More than 50 years later they are 
still going strong and over the last 
few years they have seen a rise in 
membership. This year they are 
also supporting three worthy caus¬ 
es - COPS, The Care of Police 
Survivors, as well as Kids Inspire 
and the Essex Air Ambulance. 

Sally Low, a member of the 
society, said: “Many police forces 


traditionally have choirs, many of 
which historically are male voice 
choirs, but we believe that EPMS 
are the only police musical soci¬ 
ety in the country and possibly 
the world. 

“EPMS takes no money from 
the public purse and are totally 
self-funding, although we are 
grateful to the chief constable for 
allowing us to use the police HQ 
facilities for the production of our 
shows.” 

Another drama society will also 
be putting on another equally 
entertaining musical at the Palace 
Theatre, Southend, from April 13 
to 16.

EDDIE THE EAGLE (PG, 106 mins) 

W HEN Baron Pierre de 

Coubertin kindled interest in 
the modern Olympic move¬ 
ment at the end of the 19th century, 
he proposed a series of ideals to 
epitomise the spirit of the sporting 
contest. 

“The most important thing in the 
Olympic Games is not winning but 
taking part; the essential thing in life 
is not conquering but fighting well,” 
he professed. 

That mantra of fearless yet honest 
participation was perfectly exempli¬ 
fied by Cheltenham-born athlete 
Michael Edwards, who became a 
media sensation as Eddie “the 
Eagle” Edwards in 1988 when he 
represented Great Britain in the ski 
jump in Calgary. 

His remarkable story of triumph 
against gravity, which swelled the 
patriotic hearts of a nation, provides 
the creative spark for Dexter 
Fletcher’s silver medal-winning com¬ 
edy drama. 

Screenwriters Sean Macaulay and 
Simon Kelton don’t let the truth get 
in the way of telling a good yarn, 
slaloming between historical fact 
and humorous artistic licence to 
ensure their film remains giddily air¬ 
borne. 

Fletcher’s light touch behind the 
lens concentrates on the cama¬ 
raderie between a remarkable under¬ 
dog and his fictional trainer, who 
defied the snooty naysayers to prove 
that anything is possible when you 
take a leap of faith. 

Since he was a boy, Edwards 
(Taron Egerton) has driven his father 
Terry (Keith Allen) to distraction with 
a burning dream to compete in the 
Olympics. 


The young man struggles to find a 
sport that suits him, so he switches 
attention to the Winter Olympics and 
discovers a loophole in the rulebook 
that would allow him to become 
Britain’s first representative in the ski 
jump since 1929. 

Aided and abetted by his mum, 
Janette (Jo Hartley), Eddie heads to 
Germany to a ski jumping training 
centre run by hard-drinking former 
competitor Bronson Peary (Hugh 
Jackman), who was booted off the 
US team by legendary coach Warren 
Sharp (Christopher Walken). 

Bronson takes pity on Eddie and 
helps the newcomer to master the 
basics. But Dustin Target (Tim 
Mclnnerny), chairman of the British 
Olympic Committee, refuses to let 
Eddie compete on a technicality and 
adds a qualifying standard of 61m to 


the rulebook at the last minute. 

With time running out before the 
Calgary games, Eddie hits the 
European ski jumping tour with 
Bronson, determined to soar to 
break records rather than bones in 
his quest for Olympic qualification. 

Eddie The Eagle is an unabashedly 
crowd-pleasing delight for all ages. 

Egerton brings a sweetness and 
steely resolve to his plucky fish out 
of water, who defiantly tells a crowd¬ 
ed news conference: “I did not come 
here as a novelty act... and I will not 
be going home as one.” 

Jackman offers robust support rab¬ 
ble-rousing from the sidelines. 

In real-life, Edwards never climbed 
atop the Olympic winner’s podium, 
but this charming film is champion.
